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The twentieth Cattle Show and Fair of the 
Kennebee County Agricultural Society came off 
on Wednesday and Thursday of last week, at 
Readfield Corner. 

It was a far better one than we anticipated 
it would be. The unparalleled drouth through 
which we have passed, and which has diminished 
the grass to such a degree that all the pastures 
: are short, one half, in the amount of feed, led us 
to expect to see a lot of Jean and rawny cattle on 
the ground. 

It is true that there were not so many exhibit-, 
ed, by some hundreds, as sometimes is the case, 
but those that were brought forward were in 
good condition. Teams of oxen were exhibited 
from Readfield, Fayette, and Mt. Vernon, and 
the young cattle were of good quality. Our 
friend Jesse Wadsworth, from East Livermore, 
was on hand with some very fine thorough bred 





Durhams. Quite a lot of grade animals were on 


hand, among them some beautiful Ayrshires, from | 
the farm of R. H. Gardiner, Esq., of Gardiner, | 


a beautiful Durham bull, from the farm of Hon. 
John Otis, of Hallowell, and a noble, large and 
stately Durham bull, owned by Mr. Martin Nich- 
ols, of Monmouth. This bull is the sun of Fair- 
fax, and we understand he is for sale. He took 
the first premium. Some young bulls were also 
exhibited, which promise well. Among them 
we noticed one from the farm of W. F. Hallett, 
of this city. ‘The drawing match was quite an 


entertaining and spirited affair, and was entered 


into, by a host of competitors, with great zeal 
and animation. The most of the cattle exhibited 
proofs of skilful training and great strength, as 
well as docility. 

The exhibition of horses was very good, though 
the number of competitors was not so many as 
usual. 

A few very good swine were exhibited; among 
them a fine Suffolk boar, presented by Joseph 
Wood, of Winthrop. We understand he is fo 
sale. 

Only three sheep were presented. This isa 
sad falling off for old Kennebec, who used to 
bring them on tothe ground by hundreds. Verily, 
if the shade of John Randolph should be inclined 
to go about ‘*kicking sheep,”’ as he says he was 
inclined to do io his lifetime, he would have to 
go some where else to find subjects. 

A beautiful Jot of ‘*Brahma Pootra’”’ hens, 
large and stately, and in full feather, were exhib- 
ited by Major S. Wood, of Winthrop, who is 
getting to be ‘cock of the walk’’ in Hendom. 
There was also acoop of fery pretty, clean, 
smooth, black Spanish hens, exhibited by Master 
Charles Whitman, of Winthrop. 

A few agricultural implements, presented by 
our neighbor, Garfield, of this city, such as plows 
and straw cutters, of good construction and ap- 
pearance, constituted all the show in this partic- 
ular.

On the morning of the second day, the plough- 
ing match took place. It was a well contested 
trial of skill. The system of paying attention to 
the excellence of the work, and not to the speed 
of execution, is quite an improvement in this 
matter. One ofthe lots was also subsoiled as 
well as ploughed, which was quite a new feature 
in this part of the Bhow. 

The was delivered by Hon. James 
Bates, of Kendall's Mills, (in Fairfield,) and was 
an able and instructive one, on the moral and 
physical improvement of man. 

The dinner was furnished by mine host, Col.

’ CHEESE STATES. . 
The dairy business is eae of great importance, 
~ es Btmost all of the civilized world use either but- 
tet or theese, or beth, two or three times per 
day, with their other food. The census returns 
give a.view of the amount of pounds of eboese 
made in the several States of the Union, during 
the year ending June 30th, 1850. 

The whole amount made in the United States 
during that year was (103,141,166) one hundred 
and three millions, one hundred and forty-one 
thousand, one hundred and sixty-six pounds. 

New York is the greatest cheese district, by 
a long advance over the other years. During 
that year she made very nearly fifty millions of 

‘ pounds. Ohio comes next; she manufactured 
‘twenty-one millions.of pounds. Massachusetts 
next, with over seven millions. Vermont next, 
with nearly seven millions. Connecticut next, 
"with four and a half millions. New Hampshire 
next, with a little over three millions. Pennsy]- 
vania next, with two million, three hundred thou- 
sand. Maine treads close upon her heels, with 
two million, two hundred thousand. Michigan 
makes a little over one million, and IJlinois makes 
one million, two hundred thousand. 
These are all the States that came up to a 


million of pounds. Louisiana makes the least 
of any.

WATER HARDER THAN STONE. 

Perhaps it is not right to say that water is 
harder in one sense than stone, but in certain in- 
stances it has been found that, when great and 
sudden pressure is made, in such a place that 
either the stone or the water must give way, the 
stone has to yield. In very deep water, for in- 
stance, a sudden pressure may be made upon a 
stone, the stone may be crushed to pieces before 
the water is moved at all. This principle was 
abundantly demonstrated in blasting the rocks at 
Horlgate, as you go into New York harbor. 

The mode of operation, according to the state- 
ments made at the time, by sundry papers, was 
to sink a tin canister of powder down upon the 
rock, and then set it on fire by a spark of elec- 
tricity, sent through a covered wire by a galvanic 
battery. To render this most effectual, it was 
performed during the few moments between slack 
and high water, when the water was highest 
over the rock. : 

A writer in the-National Intelligencer explains 
the mode of operation thus: By the expansive 
force of the explosion, the large mass of water 
above and around the rock must be instantly re- 
moved or lifted. Butthe motion of all matter 
requires time. The expansive force is created 
instantly by the explosion, and exerts itself in 
every direction. It will not wait for the slow 
rising of the mass of waters high enough to af- 
ford relief. It therefore makes its way at the 
same time downward, upon the rock, crushing, 
crumbling and grinding it to pieces. All matter 
is porous and compressible, and rocks are more 
compressible than water, and of course the rock 
had to give way rather than the water.”’ 

This fact was proved at every blast. The 
water in this instance was eighteen feet above the 
rock. Thus was the rock removed without any 
drilling. At first each blast consisted of 62Ibs. 
of powder, which was afterwards increased to 87, 
and after that to 125 lbs.

The following which we copy from an ex- 
change is‘well worthy a careful persual, and a 
faithful attendance to the truths it contains. How 
often do we see the scholars in our public schools 
studying in a leaning position, thereby laying the 
foundation for after disease, or reading with the 
shoulders bent over, and the head down, as if 
they were trying to make a mental chart of the 
floor.

1088 OF A MAINE VESSEL. 

’ By the arrival of the Arctic, we have received 
the sad news of the loss of a Maine vessel, the 
Mobile of Bath, Capt Tarbox, with a large num- 
ber of lives, among whom was the captain. The 
particulars we find in our foreign news, as follows. 
We understaed the Mobile was mostly insured 
in Boston. , 

English adviess mention the total Joss of the 
American Mobile with 74 lives. She was 
commanded pt. Tarbox, belonged to Bath, 
Me., and sailed Liverpool for New Orleans 
oa Tuesday, the @#th ult, with acrew of 23 hands 
and 60 passengess, all of whom with the excep- 
tion of 9 peritnty Oo her first night out, a heavy 
gale sprung up, anduhe ship, which wasn charge 
of the 2d mate, who liad mistaken orders to 
steer W. S. W. and had steered W. N. W., had 
made the lea shore when the Captain was called 
by his own direction at 2 0’clock. In half an hour 
she struck on Arklow Bank, and soon after began 
to break up. In consequence of the high sea, the 
boats could not be launched. In a few hours the 
weather began to moderate, and on Thursday 
morning two schooners hove in sight and came 
up to the wreck, taking therefrom the nine survi- 
ving persons and landing them at Wexford, from 
which port they were forwarded to Liverpool. 

Many thrilling incidents occurred on board the 
wreck. A lady in the cabin had upwards of 
$500 which she offered to a sailor, but he reject- 
ed the proffered gift, as it would be useless to 
him under such circumstances. In a few min- 
utes, asea swept the lady overpoard. The sailor, 
however, was among the saved. 

The captain and crew did their utmost to save 
the ship, till one after another were washed over- 
board and lost. The Mobile was 1000 tons bur- 
then, afd a new ship.

The whole 
receipts at that port from the interior are 126,000 
bales against 94,000 to the same date last year.

The new instrament, with which each per- 
former is furnished, is a large sea shell having a 
mouth piece fitted to it by means of a screw tube; 
key holes are arranged along the sides, and a 
valve lined with velvet, hinged at one corner, 
covers the mouth of the shell, and is closed tight 
or opened as the character of the music requires. 
The variations in the size of the shells furnishes 
the change in the tone of the instrument. The 
idea of converting it into a finely modulated 
musical instrument, is-we believe, entirely origi- 
nal with the Bell Ringers.

After the meeting was called @ order, the 
President read the Anaval Report of the Direc- 
tors, for the past year, which was ordered to be 
printed in pamphlet form. 

This document is of eagsiderable length ; and 
we have not as yet been able to procure a copy. 
Of its contents we can therefore say very litle, 
except from recollection, It embraces a state- 
ment of the aggregate receipts and payients ; 
but has no separate exhibit of the rnnning ex- 
penses of the road—and eonsequently no state- 
ment of the net income. The expenses on con- 
struction account, for repairs, and for operating 
the road have been of course a good deal compli- 
cated, while the road was in process of finishing 
up. The accounts, however, can and will be 
kept separate, hereafier. - q 

The gross receipts of the year ending Oct. Ist, 
1852, are stated, we believe at $120,000 ; and the 
running expenses, are estimated at about $65,000. 
This period embraces three months during which 
the road was not open to this place. ‘The re- 
ceipts, since the commencement of running, show 
a steady and rapid jnerease of business—(the 
work of the last two months coming up to about 
$13,000 each.) Mr. Lang, in some remarks up- 
on the report, said the gross income fur the year 
1852—the first year after the opening to Augusta 
—would probably amount to very near $150,000 $ 
and that the year 1853, apon a moderate estimate 
of increase, based upon theexperience of the past 
year, will bring it ap to $200,000. The running 
expenses, meantime, “would be but slightly in- 
creased. Estimating “them at 50 cents per mile 
run,—a large estimate for roads in general—they 
would not exceed $80,000. This would leave 
$120,000—sufficient to pay six per cent. on the 
entire cost of the road—and upon all the stock if 
it were all reduced toa six per cent., as he hoped 
it might be. Mr. Lang's estimate of business 
may appear large; but at the rate of increase 
since last January, it would soon come up to it. 
$17,000 per month would bring up the annval 
aggregate above $200,000, and the monthly re- 
ceipts, according to the report, have now reached 
nearly $13,000. The estimate of $80,000 run- 
ning expenses, to do a business of $200,000, it 
may be said is asmaller proportion than upon 
some other roads; but as the income arises 
chiefly from passengers it is at once obvious that 
the business can be done much cheaper than up- 
on roads doing a large proportion of fretght busi- 
ness. 

Remarks were made by several gentlemen up- 
on the financial condition of the company. It ap- 
pears that there are some $80,000 of bonds fall- 
ing due the present month, a floating debt of 
$40,000 or $50,000 to be met, and land damages 
yet to be liquidated to an amount not definitely 
decided—and that to sustain the credit of the 
company, anew issue of bonds would be necessa- 
ry. This, as will beseen below, was unanimous- 
ly voted by the company. 

On motion of Mr. Williams, it was Voled, to 
pay interest on payments made by stockholders, 
up to the opening of the road to Augusta, in stock 
of the company, at par. 

Mr. Williams then moved that the Treasurer, 
under direction of the board, be instructed to issue 
bonds of the Company, to the amount of 
dollars, payable in 12 years, interest payable se- 
mi-annually—the avails of the same to be devoted 
to the payment of the bonds issued in 1848, and 

now falling due—to the payment of the floating 
debt of the company, and of the other existing 
liabilities. A mortgage of the road to be given us 
security. 

After some conversation, the blank was fill- 
ed with $250,000; and the vote unanimously 
passed. 

It was stated that a sum of $200,000 would be 
sufficient to meet all the objects of the loan. And 
the President remarked that if the stockholders 
would do the same, he would take his proportion 
of the bonds at par, and there would then be no 
loss whatever upon them. This, however, he did 
not evpect they would do. ‘The bonds of the 
company, he said were perfectly good, even with- 
good Tor alr its deutS, WerPAGrc uA Re, GPP AVMs 
property. Nor is the corporation in a bad condi- 
tion at all, compared. with other railroad compa- 
nies—for upon a subscription of less than $700,- 
000, it has built and nearly finished a road costing 
$2,000,000. A large indebtedness must there- 
fore be expected. 

A proposition was made, and a set of resolves 
presented by Judge Fuller of Augusta, to reduce 
the North Secure and preferred stocks toa 
six per cent. stock. Much interest was taken by 
the stockholders in this proposition. We have 
not room for the resolves, but the following is a 
synopsis of the remarks: 

The proposition was advocated by Mr. Fuller. 
He said that many of the North Yarmouth con- 
tributors were ready and willing to exchange ac- 
cording to the terms of the proposition. The 
stock, as reduced and made permanent for 18 
years, would be one of the best six per cent. 
stocks in the market—for it would have the 
whole road to back it. It would also be for the 
interest of the preferred stockholders to accept 
the proposition, as it Would secure to them four 
per cent. at once, whereas they can now get 
nothing until the North Yarmouth contributors 
and the holders of town and city scrip, and other 
bondholders receive their interest. The terms of 
the proposition were wgh as to secure the rights 
of all parties. ’ 

Mr. Williams said that although he held as 
much of the North Yarmouth and of the preferred 
stocks as of the original, he was stil! anxious to 
see them all reduced to an equality, although he 
regarded it as somewhat unjust to those who had 
advanced their money at a pinch, in order that 
the work might not stop, at a time when money 
was high, and most of the original stockholders 
would do nothing more than they had done. The 
true way to get out of all difficulty, was for all 
the stockholders to double their subscriptions. 
This is what ought to have been done at first, 
and ought to be done now—but it could not be 
done then, and cannot be done now. He was 
therefore willing to try the plan proposed. He 
would bring in all his tea per cent stock, if others 
would do the same—and he believed he was the 
largest holder of both, except one person. He 
thought they would all regain it by and by on the 
original stoek, which, he believed would event- 
ually be the dest stock. 

Judge Weston, Col. Stanley, Friend Lang, and 
other gentlemen expressed their willingness to 
concur in the arrangement, and after some fur- 
ther remarks by various Stockholders, the prop- 
osition was ‘unanimeusly“adopted—at which the 
utmost satisfaction was expressed by the meeting. 

The time of the Annual Meeting was changed, 
by amendment of the by-laws, from the first to 
the fourth Thursday of October. 

The meeting adjourned at 5 o'clock, and an ex- 
tra train left immediately for the accommodation 
of stockholders from abroad. 

Ata meeting of the Directors, on *Saturday, 
Hon. Reuel Williams was re-elected President of 
the Company.

FROM HAVANA. 
The steamer Black Warrior arrived at New 
York from Havana on Sunday, reporis twenty 
Creoles arrested at Vuelta Abajo, charged with 
conspiring against the government. 
The Black Warrior took back to Havana the 
mails and passengers carried to New Orleans by 
the Crescent City. The officers of the Black 
Warrior were treated with courtesy at Havana. 
The government has summoned 10 Cubans, 
now in this country, to appear for trial, for cap- 
ital offences, within nine days. ; 
The Capt. General being afraid of assassina- 
tion had abandoned his palace, and gone to reside 
at his palace outside the city, whither he has 
withdrawn large portions of the disposable force 
at Havana. 
The Diaria de la Marina contains a scurrilous 
article upon the Crescent City affair. A large 
number of Cubans with families, who came pas- 
sengers in the Black Warrior, intend to become 
citizens of this country. 
Eight additional prisoners have been sent to 
Havana from Pinar del Rio. The eminent law- 
yer Signor Porfirid Valiente, Signor Francisco F’, 
Alfaro, and Dr. Antonio Detancourt, have been 
summoned to appear before the criminal authori- 
ties. They are now safe in New York. A boy 
thirteen years of age, named Francisco Garcia, 
residing at Regias, the little town opposite Ha- 
vana, where the steamers coal and take in their 
supplies, on a feast day, not long befure the stea- 
mer sailed, was urrested and imprisoned for rais- 
ing a tricolored flag, on which were the words 
‘Republic of Cuba.’’ Capt. Brooks of the ship 
Elizabeth Jane, of Philadelphia, was accused of 
having some fillibuster correspondence concealed 
in his cabin. He denied the charge, and protest- 
ed against the vivlation of rights of his flag by a 
police search into his private papers on the deck 
of an American vessel which in his situation was 
in effect the same as being on American svil. He 
was put under arrest on board, his cabin locked 
up, and the key carried on shore by the police 
officers ; who returned soon afterwards, opened 
the doors and searched thoroughly the cabin and 
papers of Capt. Brooks ; but not finding anything 
whatever they retired. 

The Captain General had ordered the war 
steamer Isabella Secunda to be in readiness to 
proceed to sea, the moment the Crescent City is 
signalized for the Moro Castle. 

The commandant’s instructions are to overhaul 
the Crescent City, and if Captain Porter and Mr. 
Smith are on board, to order her back. If Capt. 
Porter persists in entering the harbor, then the 
commandant is to fire upon the Crescent City and 
sink her rather than permit her to enter. 

The cholera in the city had almost subsided. 
The papers say that about 3500 persons have 
died during the hast three months. In September, 
upwards of 1300 were buried in the public cem- 
etery, besides those interred in those of Regia 
EF! Cerro, Jesus del Monte, ete. At the time the 
disease was at its height, the soldiers were 
buried in trenches on the Carsa Blancha side of 
the harbor. 

Five hundred Bozal negroes were landed at 
Ortigoso about the latter end of last month. After 
the negroes were put on shore, the vessel was 
burnt. 


Cuinese House Buitvers. A number of 
Chinese mechanics and laborers are now engaged 
on Perrot's splendid granite building on the cor- 
ner of California and Montgomery streets. They 
appear to be a very steady, sober and industrious 
set—apparently very slow, but sure. They cal- 
culate with great exactness and nicety, and turn 
out their work handsomely. They are at present 
building a queer kind of a scaffold for the masons.

In addition to the 
other valuable qualities of the liquid, it is totally 
devoid of poisonous agency, and easily prepared, 
as follows: Take eight ounces of gum Benzoin, 
one pound of alum, and ten pints of water. Boil 
all together fur the space of eight hours in an 
earthenware glazed vessel, frequently stirring the 
mass, and adding water sufficient to make up the 
original quantity of that Jost by ebullition, taking 
care, however, to add the water so gradually that 
boiling may not be suspended. ‘The liquid por- 
tion of the compound is now to be strained off, 
and preserved in well corked boules. It is limpid, 
like champagne, as to color, possessing a slightly 
styptic taste.

Tue Lonponer. This ledge of rocks about a 
mile outside of Thatcher's Island's is one of the 
most dangerous places on our coast. It is about 
a mile in extent from north to south, and at low 
tide there is about aquarter of an acre out of 
water. Within a few years past the Govern- 
ment has placed two heacons upon the rock, but 
they have both been washed away. This year 
measures have been taken to place a shaft on the 
rock, but the workmen have been unable as yet 
to complete drilling the hole for it. They can 
only work at the very lowest tides, in pleasant 
weather, and then only a short time, asin the 
smoothest water the sea will sometimes break 
over the rock five or six feet high. The shaft 
which has been manufactured for this purpose, is 
now at Rockport; it is of wrought iron, 45 feet 
long, 23 inches in diameter at the base and 5 
inches at the apex, and weighs 13 tons. At the 
apex is to be a cast frame work, 6 feet long and 
5 feet in diameter. The hole in which the shaft 
is to be placed will be five feet deep when finished ; 
but it is extremely doubtful if they will be enabled

The steamer Illinois arrived at New York on 
Wednesday of last week. She brings over one 
million six hundred thousand dollars in gold, and 
two hundred and eighty-four passengers. The 
news by this arrival is not very important. 


The overland immigration was coming in very 
rapidly, and generally in good health. Great 
complaint was made respecting the manner in 
which the agents of the relief train were acting 
towards them. They would give no relief except 
in gertain cases, and charged exorbitant prices for 
evdthihing. such asten cents for a drink of water, 
or a dullar fora pailful. They were also pur- 
chasing the immigrants’ horses and stock for 
nothing. An inquiry was to be instituted in the 
matter. 

The cholera was raging in Sacramento, but 
not at San Francisco. 

A large party of Apaches were at the copper 
mines, endeavoring to make a treaty with the 
United States troops at that place. Some Mexi- 
can troops have entered the Apache country, and 
the Indians find it rather inconvenient to carry on 
a war with both countries, and they desire peace 
with the Americans. 

The Boundary Commissioners were at El Pa- 
so. The Mexican Commissioners are a little in 
advanee of Mr. Bartlew’s party. They were in 
good health and proceeding to Procindio, between 
which point and the Gulf is the only remaining 
portion of the boundary line that they are to de- 
termine. Mr. Coombs was at Colorado ferry. 

Our troops at Camp Yumas were in good 
health, alihough the weather was exceedingly 
warm. The Indians were seldom seen in any 
numbers about the ferry, and it is supposed they 
have gone some distance up the Colorado, 

A party of 60 Frenchmen are about forming a 
company on the Gila River. The government of 
Sonora will grant them lands, furnish them with 
beasts of burden, and provisions to last 6 months, 
The place where they design settling is consid- 
ered the richest in the country. The only draw- 
back being Indians, who are numerous in that 
region; but the Indians wil} not make mach off 
of the French, as it was wel} tested in an en- 
gagement a few days previous, when the French 
defeated the Indians, killed four, and took fifty 
horses and one prisoner, who, in the absence of 
lead, had used silver bullets. 

The crops looked exceedingly well; but when 
harvested they are stolen or burned by the Apa- 
jches. ‘They even carry their depredations so far 
as to steal women and children.

LACOW’S BOAT-LOWERING APPARATUS. 

The want of a ready means of lowering boats, 
from vessels in distressed circumstances, has been 
exemplified with the most tragical results in such 
cases as those of the Orion, Birkenhead, and 
Amazon. Mr. W.S. Lacon, late of the H, E. 
[. C.’s service, has invented a plan for making 
them quickly available, which seems likely to be 
successful. It was tried on the 5th of August, 
by the Regatta Committee at Folkestone, with 
the approval of a great number of persons pro- 
fessionally qualified to pronounce on the subject, 
The wind was blowing strongly from the svuth- 
west, with a hedvy surge running. ‘This, how- 
ever, proved very fortunate, for the better testing 
of the efficacy of the system. In the first trial, 
a boat was lowered from the steamer by one man, 
with several persons on board, and alighted on 
the water, just abaft of the larboard paddle-box, 
with the utmost safety. and apparent comfort, 
the tackle being released momentarily by the 
weight of the boat's descent, the vessel dt the 
lime steaming at the rate of 124 knots per honr. 
Itt was aftewards hoisted up again by two men. 
At the second trial, the boat was lowered and 
cleared from the ship by one man, with Mr. La- 
con and three other men on board, the vessel at 
the time maintaining fall speed. The same ex- 
periments were performed several umes during 
the day, ina similar successful manner. The 
apparatus employed by Mr. Lacon is very com- 
pact and simple, being fixed under the deck-seats, 
so as to be not in the’ least incommodious. In 
treating of this patent invention, the Liverpool 
Mercury says, Mr. Lacon has succeeded in solv- 
ing a problem which has hitherto baffled the in- 
genuity of scientific and practical men, and at- 
taining the **desideratum of lowering boats evenly, 
and of rapidly disengaging the tackles,’’ by a 
self-acting contrivance. Mr. Lacon takes as his 
principle the well-known axiom in mechanics, 
that what is gained in power is Jost in time ; and 
although he approves of the method at present in 
use, as being the best for hoisting up boats; he 
(seeing that the hoisting need never be a hurried 
operation) substitutes two single ropes or chains, 
which, being secured to two broad slings passing 
round the body of the boat, are then brought in- 
board on davits, and carried to two concave barrels 
connected together by means of ashafi. ‘The 
ends of the ropes or chains are secured to the 
barrels in such a manner that they will support 
any amount of weight until such time as the boat 
has reached the water, when they will disconnect 
and fall away from their attachment by their own 
weight, by which means he prevents the possi- 
bility of a ship, in its onward progress through a 
rough sea, dragging forward a lowered boat side- 
ways, and capsizing or swamping it. By means, 
then, of a friction-trap and pulley round the shaft, 
one man is enabled to regulate the descent of the 
boat, which will go down by its own weight; 
and by means of the parallel action of the two 
barrels, he lowers both ends uniformly, an% in- 
sures the buat falling in a proper position on the 
water.

Carryinc THe Bippies ro Market. A new 
system of taking chickens to market has been 
putin practice. Itis simply a railroad car on the 
principle of a refrigerator, the sides, bottom, &c., 
filled with some non-conductor of heat, and at- 
tached to the axle by an ingenious gearing 
which drives a bellows pump or other cooling 
machine, which expels the hot air and keeps the 
contents cool.

A PEEP AT GUANO WHERE IT IS GATHERED. 

Having anchored between the north and mid- 
dle islands, at the latter of which we are to load, 
we will borrow the boat and have a closer look at 
the huge muck heap. Pulling half round the 
island to the landing place, we step ashore on a 
narrow slip of sandy beach, which appears to be 
cleared from the surrounding rocks for our special 
convenience. - Our appearance disturbs thousands 
of the web-footed natives; these thousands count 
with the old hands as nothing, for they tell us 
tbat the shipping have driven all the birds away. 
Sailing above us is a flock of_ pelicans, hovering 
over the clear water like hawks, which they Te- 
semble in their mode of darting down or stooping 
on their prey. One of these every instant drops 
from the flock as though a ball had whistled 
through his brain, but, after a plunge, he is soon 
seen rising to the surface with a fish struggling 
in his capacious pouch. Nearer to us, whirling 
round our heads, are gannets, mews, mutton- 
birds, and a host of others whose names are un- 
known to the vulgar. On the detached rocks 
and the lower edge of the island—member of a 
pretty numerous convocation—stands the penguin, 
the parson-bird of the sailor, whose good name is 
fairly earned by his cut-away black cvat, white 
tie, and sulemn demeanor; his short legs planted 
far back, and his long body, do not fit him for a 
walk ashore ; but he will sit for hours on a little 
rock just washed by the waves, apparently in 
such deep absence of mind, that passers-by are 
tempted to approach in hope of catching him. 
Just as the boat nearshim, and a hand is already 
stretched out to grasp his neck, away he goes 
head over heels in a most irreverent and ridicu- 
lous manner, dives under the boat and shows his 
head again about a quarter of a mile out at sea, 
where the sailor may catch him who can, fur he 
is the fastest swimmer and the best diver that 
ever dipped. 

Stepping over the mortal remains of several 
sea-lions, in a few strides we are on the guano, 
and at the next step in it up to our knees. The 
guano is regularly stratified ; the lower strata are 
solidified by the weight of the upper, and have 
acquired a dark red color, which becomes gra- 
dually lighter towards the surface. On the sur- 
face it has a whitey-brown light crust, very well 
baked by the sun ; it is a crust containing eggs, 
being completely honey-combed by the birds, 
which scratch deep, oblique holes, in it to serve 
as nests, wherein eggs, seldom more than two to 
each nest, are deposited. These holes, often 
running into each other, form long galleries with 
several entrances, and this mining system is so 
elaborately carried out, that you can scarcely put 
a foot on any part of the islands without sinking 
to the knee and being tickled with the sense of a 
hard beak digging into your unprotected ancles. 
The egg shells and the bones and remains of fish 
brought by the old birds for their young, must 
form 4 considerable part of the substance of the 
guano, which is thus in a great measure deposit- 
ed beneath the surface, and then thrown out by 
the birds. [Dickens's Household Words. 


Tue Natick Murper. A correspondent of 
the Traveller gives the following particulars in 
regard to this bloody tragedy : 

‘* While several young men were engaged in 
picking chestnuts on Monday, near the spot where 
Casey, the supposed murderer of the Taylors, 
was arrested, they discovered in a hollow tree a 
bloody shirt, which doubtless belongs to him. 
This, | believe, is the only thing in addition to 
the evidence already before the public, that has 
ceme to light, which seems to have any bearing 
on the case. The house where the murder was 
committed is now unoccupied ; the furniture has 
been all removed; and the four orphan children 
are living with their grandfather in Sherburne. 
They have been left entirely destitute, and are 
most truly objects of commisseration and charity.” 

Tue Frying Rattroap Brivce. The Scien- 
tific American states that C. B. Hutchinson, of 
Waterloo, N. Y., has invented and taken mea- 
sures to secure a patent for a valuable improve- 
ment on railroad bridges for navigable waters 
The object of the intention is to have a bridge 
perfectly open and free at all times for vessels to 
pass, except the few minutes required for a train 
to pass over, and to carry over trains expeditious- 
ly and safely. A certain number of piers or 
abutments are built in the river, which space be- 
tween them is for the passage of vessels. Instead 
of having a stationary platform to the roadway 
extending across the piers, he employs a flying 
or running platform, which carries the train, 
spanning and springing over thé successive 
spaces between piers from the one side to the 
other. There are tracks or rails on the piers, 
and on the flying platform there are wheels that 
run on the tracks, like a long railroad car. The 
length of the flying platform is in proportion to 
the width of space between the abutments, so 
that it will be impossible to over balance it while 
springing from one pier to the other like a sliding 
drawer. The flying train is stationary at one 
side or the other, when the train is not passing. 
It is to be propelled across by having stationary 
power on itself, or to have it so constructed that 
the locomotive of a train may propel it across. 
It may be called ‘‘a flying railroad bridge.”’ 

Antique Discoveries. As some workmen 
were making excavations last Saturday, in Bath, 
England, they discovered several massive stone 
coffins of extreme antiquity, containing rare coins 
and bones and in some nearly the whole skeleton. 
The workmen in their eagerness to discover more 
coins, unfortunately broke the coffins, but one or 
two still remain below the surface. ‘The heads 
of the skeletons, which were of different sizes 
and sexes, were turned to the north-east. Near 
the coffins were also found several pieces of glass 
of a green hue, and some interesting fragments 
of Roman pottery. Thecoins were of the reign 
of Constantine, or nearly 1600 years old. (Bath 
is a very ancient city and its celebrated hot springs 
were well known to the Romans.) 


** OpticaL Puenomenon.” Mons. Petin, who 
went up in his balioon from Springfield, the other 
day, has published an account of his ascension. 
Among other things which he saw, when about 
three miles up, he mentions this, which comes 
very near being a large fish story, viz: ‘‘We 
passed over the broad Connecticut, which stretch-. 
ed away in both directions into the hazy horizon, 
and here a singular optical phenomenon was ob- 
served by us. Looking directly down from the 
great height at which we were, we saw as dis- 
tinctly as though we had been an eagle peering 
down from that lofty flight at its prey, the fish in 
great numbers darting hither and thither beneath 
its surface.’? We should call this a bit of a fish 
story. 





Tue Hoc Crop. In conversation with a gen- 
tleman connected with one of our packing houses, 
who has traveled lately, extensively in the State 
of Indiana, and also in Kentucky, for the purpose 
of informing himself correctly as to the prospects 
of the coming hog crop, we are informed that, 
according to the best information he has been 
able to obtain, the increase in quality and quantity 
will be equal to fifteen per cent. over last year’s 
crop. Contracts have been made at $5 nett. 
The number of Indiana hogs which will be 
slaughtered here this year, will be much larger 
than that of any preceeding year. [Mo. Dem.
